Your committee on State Missions makes the following report: 

There is a growing tendency among the churches of this and ad- 
joining Associations to contribute to foreign missions to the neglect 
of home and state missions. Foreign missions are very important, 
state missions are very important, and so are home missions. During 
last conventional year there were $10,196.18 paid to the missionaries 
in the field by our State Board, as an evidence of the good it has 
done. We have received into the churches by experience, by letter, 
and restoration, 1,883 members, or one for about every $5.39 contrib- 
uted. : 

The work that has been accomplished is very great, and there is 


‘need of yet greater work. Our State Convention instructed the 


Board to bring out its work ona basis of 815,000. If each church 
would do what it can, this and a great deal more could be done. Your 
committee recommends that this Association co-operate with the 
State Board and ask the Board for what assistance is needed in our 


bounds.

Having been appointed to prepare a report on Temperance, we 
submit the following: 


The word temperance as accepted ameng us now has reference to 
the use of intoxicating drinks for beverage purposes. Temperance fn 
a strict sense means a moderate use of things not hurtful, but since 
all drinks containing aleohol are hurtful to the human system when 
in a norma! condition, there can be no such thing as a moderate use 
of them. Some of the most deadly poisons are helpful to the human 
system when in an abnormal condition, hence their use by physicians; 
but who would think of taking a little strychnine occasionally just to 
produce a strange feeling? Alcohol is not so quick in its destruction 
of the vital cells of the body as strychnine, but none the Jess sure. 
Then how foolish the use of it, except strictly as a medicine! 


But let us take another view of it. To lie or tosteal is a sin, but 
shall we say it is no harm to do either provided we are temperate in 
the same? Surely not. Experience teaches that the use of alcoholic 
drinks dethrones reason, weakens will power, kills.virtue, destroys 
the body, and damns the soul. It is therefore asin. Can there be 
any temperate use of it? No, a thousand timesno. Ut is argued that 
to eliminate alcoholic liquors from the channels of commerce and 
thereby deprive the United States of the revenue accruing therefrom, 
would bankrupt the government. This is not true.as can readily be 
seen by a common sense view of facts. Three-fourths of all the crimes 
in this country are produced by the use of liquors. Consequently, 
three-fourths of the taxes of our country are given to sustain our 
courts, which is more than the government gets in the way of reve- 
nue. Then do away with whiskey and let us support the government 
by direct taxation. Morally and socially, the use of whiskey is the 
greatest sin of the present age, and all Christians should labor for its 
suppression. How may it be suppressed? By righteous laws rigidly 
enforced against it. This can be accomplished only by electing right- 
eous men to enact and execute our laws. Then upon the exercise oft 
the right of suffrage by the Christian people of our country, rests the 
settlement of the temperance question.
